Topics  discussed  were  job  assignments  for 
the  Trustees,  the  site  for  next  year's 
convention  (Larry  Cannon  will  get  the  info 
for  us),  introduction  of  our  1992  round,  and 
a  much-discussed,  revised  4  updated  supple¬ 
ment  to  the  5th  edition  "art  bar  guide."

In 
addition  to  the  new  bars  minted  since  the 
5th  edition  was  published,  the  supplement 
will  include  a  lot  of  corrections  and  changes 
to  the  5th  edition  with  better  photos  to 
replace  some  bad  ones,  a  better  bronze  section 
and  some  interesting  information  from  Duane 
Spellman,  Harvey  Chew  K  Bill  Cassin.  I've 
devoted  a  lot  of  time  and  money  to  this  pro¬ 
ject  and  know  my  main  reason  to  benefit  our 
club  will  work  out  beautifully.  I  also  know

SECRETARY  TREASURER  1 9 
REPORT

We  had  a  terrific  turnout  for  our  meeting 
in  Charlotte  in  September.  It  was  a  great 
pleasure  to  meet  so  many  members,  including 
Clarence  Criswell  x,  his  son  Andrew,  Gerry 
Scherer  of  SilverTowne,  Larry  X,  Robin  Cannon, 
George  Rrooks,  Archie  Kidd,  Lou  x,  Alice 
Kretovics  and  Walter  X  Eda  Thomas.  It  was 
fun  to  see  familiar  faces  too:  Lowell  X 
Christina  Logerwell,  Duane  X  Linda  Spellman, 

John  X  Eleanor  Sodl ,  and  John's  sister  Marge, 
Earl  X  Mona  Schlotzhauer ,  Jim  Rest,  Tom  Clark, 
Harvey  Chew  and  Steve  X  Agnes  Rood.  We  had 
a  huge  party  at  dinner  one  night,  and  a  great 
time  was  had  by  all! 

We  introduced  our  1 9R2  club  round  commem¬ 
orating  this  year's  Mello  Yello  '500'  NASCAR 
race,  and  as  a  surprise,  Duane  had  100  bronze 
rounds  struck.  These  sold  well  at  the  show 
and  we  still  have  some  available  for  sale.

At  the  meeting  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
President  Steve  Rood  thanked  retiring  Trustee 
Earl  Schlotzhauer  for  his  time  and  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  club.

Harvey  Chew  will  be 
corresponding  secretary  for  the  Officers/ 
Trustees,  sending  out  a  round-robin  letter 
every  six  weeks.  John  Sodl  will  assist  Jim 
Best  with  press  releases  and  publicity,  and 
incoming  Trustee  Michelle  Burke  will  assist 
the  Secretary-Treasury  with  her  duties. 

Jim  Best,  Vice  President,  reported  that  he 
will  write  press  releases  for  the  major  numis¬ 
matic  papers,  and  he  will  contribute  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  IASAC  for  his  wife  Carrie's 
column  in  FUN-Topics  magazine.  Jim  has  also 
donated  a  FUN  membership  to  the  club  again  in 
1993.  Jim  also  reported  that  he  will  be  taking 
Bugles  to  the  many  shows  he  attends  (at  last 
count  61  in  18  months!). 

Steve  Rood  appointed  Larry  Cannon  to  look 
into  convention  sites  in  the  midwest  for  next 
year's  meeting.  Milwaukee,  st .  Louis  and 
Minneapoli s/St .  Paul  were  mentioned  as  pos¬ 
sibilities.

MEMBER  PROFILE 


Len  Kruithof  #030 


I  was  horn  in  a  small  log  cabin. . .No, No, No. . 
(I  think  that  was  a  movie  I  once  saw).  I 
was  born  the  'T’he  Netherlands  and  was  2\ 
when  my  parents  moved  to  "America"  bringing 
with  them  my  two  older  brothers  and  myself. 

My  parents  were  to  be  sponsored  by  a  church 
group  in  Chico,  Calif,  but  as  it  turned  out, 
a  change  had  been  made  and  another  sponsor 
was  found  in  Calistoga  (in  the  Napa  Valley). 
Thus,  we  crossed  the  continent  on  trains 
and  arrived  in  California.  My  parents  could 
be  no  happier  as  their  first  choice  of 
location  was  San  Francisco.  Upon  arrival 
we  were  introduced  to  our  sponsors  and  taken 
to  a  farm  several  miles  outside  of  Calistoga. 
It  was  a  chicken  ranch.  It  was  wonderful 
as  there  were  miles  of  forest  surrounding  us. 
After  a  few  years  we  finally  moved  away 
from  the  farm  and  to  a  home  nearer  to  the 
school  and  city  of  Calistoga.  This  was 
about  the  time  when  silver  was  being  removed 
from  the  nation's  coinage.  The  Kennedy  half 
dollar  was  issued  and  it  seemed  that  every¬ 
one  was  putting  them  away  as  a  remembrance. 
This  is  cbost  thi.  same  time  when  I  began  my 
coin  collection,  consisting  at  that  time 
of  a  1964  Kennedy  half  dollar,  a  few  wheat 
cents  and  a  few  mercury  dimes.  As  the  years 
passed  my  collecting  fever  began  to  fade 
until  one  day  my  father  opened  a  package 
from  the  U.f.  Mint  containing  the  new  un¬ 
circulated  silver  Eisenhower  dollars  he  had 
ordered  for  us.  My  quest  then  began.  I 
ran  to  my  "hoard"  of  mercury  dimes,  still 
missing  the  key  dates,  and  began  going 
through  them  again.  I  happened  to  find 
a  COINage  magazine  in  the  supermarket  at 
about  this  time  and  began  browsing  through 
it.  This  was  at  the  time  when  silver  art 
bars  begain  their  proliferation  at  around 


SI .50  to  S2  each.  Most  had  awful  designs 
but  some  were  good.  I  could  only  afford 
a  few,  but  I  was  hooked.  During  the  late 
1970's  the  price  of  silver  began  to  sky-

rocket  and  very  few  art  bars  were  being 
issued.  I  personally  witnessed  several 
tens  of  the  URRC  animal  series  being 
melted  when  the  silver  price  was  in  the  $35 
per  ounce  range.  I  saw  many  more  disappear 
when  the  silver  price  came  down  to  $17. 
Interesting  to  note  that  more  silver  was 
turned  in  for  melting  as  the  price  came 
down ...  people  had  bought  at  the  higher 
prices  thinking  that  the  price  would  con¬ 
tinue  upward  and  then  began  selling  as  the 
price  came  down.  In  the  ensuing  years 
I've  kept  up  the  collecting  of  art  bars  as 
a  spare  time  (of  which  there  is  very  little) 
hobby . 

I  work  at  Stanford  as  a  Programmer/ 
Analyst  dealing  with  all  computer-related 
issues  concerning  student  information.  In 
addition  to  the  silver  art  bar  hobby  and 
coin  collecting  I've  become  interested  in 
woodworking  and  home  improvement  (becoming 
a  home  owner  forces  one  to  become  resource¬ 
ful).  Other  interests  include  my  fiance 
Peggy,  and  both  a  dog  and  cat  who  think 
they're  both  horses  (they  always  seem  to 
be  galloping  up  and  down  the  hallway).  I'm 
also  an  avid  reader  of  articles  relating  to 
Hawaii.  After  visiting  Hawaii  several  times 
over  the  past  few  years,  articles  about  the 
islands  never  seem  to  "quench  my  thirst" 
for  more.  The  recent  issuance  of  the 
Hawaiian  Tropical  Fish  art  bar  series  by 
Rilversword  Productions  has  only  added  to 
the  thirst,  both  for  art  bars  and  Hawaii.
